New York, April 25.—Frank Larkin, 
member of the Baltimore Base Ball Club, 
shot his wife, Margaret, yesterday afternoon 
in Williamsburgh, and when Policeman 
Timothy Phelan was forcing an entrance in- 
to his room he shot himalso. Then he cut 
his own throat. Larkin lived inthe second 
story of the tenement 230 North Eighth 
street. His fatherand mother occupy apart- 
ments in the same house. The ball merely 
furrowed the policeman’s cheek, but the 
wounds Larkin inflicted on his wife 
and himself are considered dangerous. He 
shot his wife in the mouth, the bali 
causing a compound fracture of the jaw. 
Larkin has been on a spree for five weeks, 
Last Saturday night he chased his father 
from the house, threatening to shout him. 
His father, fearing he woulda put his threats 
nto execution, 

' CAUSED HIS ARREST. 
Phelan, the same policeman whom he shot, 
arrested him. He was locked up all nicht 
in the Fourth Street Police Station, but he 


was discharged from custody the next day, 
his father refusing to press the complaint. > 
Phelan met Larkin in the morning, and 
counselefl him to—stop drinking. sarkin 
promised he would do soas he intended te 
start for Baltimore at 4o’clockin the after- 
hook. , 

“I don’t know . what made me worry 
about the fellow,” said Phelan last 
evening. “but I had a dread 
that he would do something, and I kepta 
watch over him. I would have liked to geta 
retext to arrest him, but I could get none. 
uring the afternoon I heard that he had 
followed his wifeto a friend’s house and 
ordered her home at the point of a revolver, 
saying that he would shoot her if she did not 
go home. As soon as lheard that I went to 
his house, and hearing voices l sent to the 
station for help. Michael Kennedy came, 
While we were 

STANDING AT THE DOOR, 

and-I was explaining to him why I sent for 
him, we were startled by two pistol! shots, 
We rushed’ up-stairs. As _ Tf tried to 
open the door a ball came 
throuch it. This was followed 
by three others, the last one striking me on 
the cheek. Then we got asofawhich was 
in the hall and used it as a battering ram. Ag 
the door fellin I saw Larkin drop to the 
floor covered with blood. He held this razor 
in his hand. Kennedy bent over him awhile. 
Iwent to Mrs. Larkin, who was leaning 
against a window. Her clothing was dis- 
colored with blood. Almost every article in 
the room was 

OVERTURNED, BROKEN AND BLOODY. 
The poor woman when she saw me said, 
‘Oh, I thought he killed you.’ She then 
told me that after he had driven her home 
he locked the door and  quarrel- 
ed with her. Finally he shot her and 
then he stood over her with the pistol. 
‘I dared not move,’ she said, ‘because if 
he had thought me alive he would have shot 
again.’ At this time he heard us at the door, 
and, turning from his wife, discharged the re- 
maining four shots that were in his revolver 
atus. When he had done so he took the ra- 
zor from his pocket, and just as we pushed 
the door in drew it across his throat. I sup- 
ported him to the police station, where his 
and my wounds were dressed.” 

Policeman Kennedy remained with Mra, 


Larkin. 

A PHYSICIAN 
residing in the neighborhood extracted 
the bail and dressed her wound. Larki 
when his wounds were dressed, was plac 
in an ambulance and his wife was placed at 
his side. They were taken to St. Cathar- 
ine’s Hospital. Larkin and his wife were 
dispossessed from their rooms on Monday 
for non-payment of rent, but he carried his 
goods back into the place. This ejectment 
irritated the already rum-crazed main. His 
wife, to whom he had been married only a 
short time, bears an excellent character. <A 
week ago Larkin threatened to shoot a store- 
keeper. Other persons with whom he quar- 
relee while on his spree say that he ftlour- 
ished a pistol and threatened to use it. Lar- 
kin is one of the 
BEST-KNOWN BALL PLAYERS 
in America. He is often called Terry Lar- 
kin. At one time he pitched for the Chicago 
Club, but. he was forced to retire, as his 
arm gave out. In 1881 he played with the 
Atiautic Club, of Brookivn. Last season he 
playeda fine game with the Metropolitan 
Club, of this city. When Manager Barnie, 
of last year’s Atlantic Club, took charge of 
the Baltimore Club for this season, Larkin 
was the first man he engaged, but he has not 
yet played with the ciub. It is laid to his 
absence that the club has lost so many 
games this season. Larkin wrote to Mr. Bar- 
nie recently that he would join the club in 
time to open the champiunship season, which 
will begin next week.

PHILADELPHIA CONVENTION, 

We trust that those American citizens of 
Irish descent who are to meet in convention 
to-day will give us an opportunity of con- 
gratulating them when their meeting ad- 
journs, The convention was something that 
was badly needed to settle the question as 
to whether Irish sentimentin this country 
was represented by the vociferous gentle- 
men who have lately received so much free 
advertising as advocates of murder, or by 
the decent and law-abiding citizens, whose 
deep interest in the welfare of their kins- 
men across the sea is not disgraced by sug- 
gestious of cowardice and cruelty in seeking 
remedy or redress. ne 
We believe that the advocates of murder 
are the very small minority. We believe 
that the conspirators and the Invincibles and 
the blustering dynamiters are not merely the 
small minority, but that they are individual 
exceptions representing only themselves, and 
not enjoying the general confidence and sup- 
port of their fellow-countrymen either at 
home or abroad. Deep as is the feeling of 
sympathy for the misery of Ireland and of 
resentment against the misrule which has 
caused it, it has not misled the better 
classes of Irishmen into believing that these 
wrongs can be remedied or the misery les- 
sened by arson and murder in London. 
This is the real situation of the Lrish ques- 
tion in America, and we should like to have 
this situation clearly set forth by the con- 
vention. The cause of Ireland, not only in 
America, but in Great Britain and all over 
the civilized world, will be greatly strength- 
ened if this convention of representative 
Irishmen declare that they will lend their 
active assistance to suppressing conspiracies 
to murder and to preventing all attempts to 
resort to dynamite, or to arson, or to any 
violence. 
It would not be superfluous if the conven- 
tion would further state that its members 
looked on themselves as American citizens 
and considered that the duty they owed to 
their chosen country was paramount in any 
conflict of interests. There are probably one 
or two millions of Irishmen represented 
in the convention who are very deeply 
interested in the welfare of Ireland, but 


there are outside of the convention 
something more than fifty millions of 
Americans who are growing just a 


little bit impatient over the idea that 
their interests and the interests of their 
country are being subordinated to foreign 
considerations, and they would like to have 
this also disavowed by the Philadelphia con- 
vention. 


BELL’S OPINION. 

City Counselor BELL may be perfectly 
honest in his opinion on the Drevoy-STERN 
contested election, and his opinion may be 
sound in law, but itis very unfortunate that 
he is personally interestedin the result of 
his opinion, and especially unfortunate for 
him that that opinion will be universally re- 
garded as setting aside substantial justice in 
favor of a hair-splitting technicality.

Judge Thayer this morning rendered a de- 
cision overruling the motions for eontinu- 
ance and for dismissalin the Harrison-Ma- 
son contest for the office of Sheriff. ‘The 
grounds are similar to those published in the 


PostT-DIsPATCH yesterday in the 
decision of Judge Adams rela- 
tive to ‘the motions in the 


Garesche-Vogel contest. Section 5532, Re- 
vised Statutes 1879, providing that contested 
election cases shall be tried at the return 
term, unless continued by consent, or for 
good cause shown, is, in the opinion of the 
court, directory and not mandatory. It 
makes it the duty of the courtas well as of 
contestantand contestee to bring contro- 
versics affecting titie to important 
public offices to a speedy determination, but 
it was not intended. in the judgment of the 
court, to deprive it ofall discretion in the 
matter of arranging itsducket and appoint- 
ing a time for trial. The court must neces- 
sarily have some discretion in the matter of 
determining when such cases shall be tried, 
with due regard to the publicinterests. The 
Legislature did not provide what should be 
deemed good cause for the continuance of 
such cases, but left it to the sound discretion

‘The law is remedial in one aspect 
and in another it confers a pew power or 
jurisdiction, butin any view of the case it 
seems to be within the constitutional inhibi- 
tion. ‘The fact that the new law will take 
etfect July 3d seems to Judge Tbayer to be 
no valid ground for a continuance of the 
No date is yet fixed for trial. 

SUNDAY CONTRACTS. 
Judge Barciuy to~iay overruled the de- 
murrer to the petition filed by Rufus J. De- 
lano in behalf of Porcher, the restaurateur, 
against P. P. Manion. The question was 
whether a contract to supply food on Sunday 
to passengers on a steamboat is void under 
whatis generally called the Sunday law, 
sections 1578 aud 1579, Revised Statutes.

WASHINGTON, April 25.—It is announced 
here that the fund for paying express charg- 
es on United States notes sent here for re- 
demption will be exhausted at the end of 
the present fiscal year. ‘hat means a good 
deal of dirty and ragged currency through- 
out the country.” said Treasurer Wyman 
yesterday in speaking of the subject to your 
correspondent. . 
‘How is it, Mr. Treasurer,” I asked, “‘that 
this fund, which has always been available 
for this pyrpose heretofore, is not to be had 
longer?” 
“Simply because Congress didn’t make 
any appropriation for this purpose,” he re- 
plied. ‘“‘It made an appropriation for paying 
the express charges on bank notes sent 1n for 
redemption, but not for United States cur- 
rency notes, or ‘greenbacks,’ as they are 
popularly known. I suppose it was omitted 
by some error.” 
“And will this have a perceptible effect in 
reducing the amount of the greenbacks sent 
here fer redemption ?” 
‘“‘Undoubtedly,” was the reply. “After 
June 30, banks sending soiled and mutilated 
greenbacks for exchange will have to pay the 
express charges on them and on those sent in 
exchange for them. Of course this is a small 
item, yet the tendency will -be to keep the 
notes in circulation as long as possible, and 
the currency will be visibly dirtier and more 
ragged during the coming year than hereto- 
fore. Especially will this be the case in the 
West and South, where the long distance 
and nigh express charges will keep the cur- 
rency in circulation even longer than in the 
sections more accessible.” 
‘‘Do you find any difference now in the 
condition of money which comes from the 
various sections of the country?” _ 
“Yes, the further away the point from 
which it comes,the worse the condition of the 
notes. Banks don’t like to lay out of their 
funds so long as it takes to send them two 
or three thousand miles unless there is a 
positive necessity for doing so, and the re- 
sult is that they keep putting them out as 
long as they will go. The result is that those 
which come to us froma leng distance are 
only those that are so entirely unfitthat they 
must be redeemed.”

SHELBYVILLE, ILL., Apri! 24.—Numerous 
reports from here have been published in re- 
gard to the condition of the wheat crop in 
this county. Some of them have stated that 
the copious rains during this month have ad- 
vanced the yiela fifty per cent and that the 
average yield will be larger than usual. This 
is a mistake. The continued cold, dry 
weather in the first part of the winter, aided 
by the rust and fly. damaged it seriously. 
The repeated frosty of the past few weeks, 
preceded by warm days, have killed some 
fields completely. Seme farmers report a 
prospect of only eight to ten acres per bushel 
where last year they raised twenty-tive. 
Some expect less than that, while others ara 
lowing up wheat for eorn. Talks with 
armers from all parts of the county show 
that under the most favorabie circumstances 
from now till harvest the average yield could 
not be more than one-half, and the indica. 
tions are that it will not exceed one-third of 
a crop,

The Noted Archeologist Murdered by 
the Apaches—His Work.

his scientific investigatigns, and he ani 
his companions were going from 
Arizona to Hermosillo, Mexico.

MR. ADOLPH F. BANDELIER, 


whose death by the hands 
of murderous Apaches is fore 
shadowed in the above report, was born 


in one of the French cantons of Switzerland, 
and when very young was brought by bis 
father to the United States. His father was 
a Swiss banker, and settled in the Swiss 
colouy at Highland, Illinois, where he ep- 
aged in the same business. Adolph followed 
ils father in the banking business an‘ 
also engaged in coal mining in Collinsville 
and Trenton until he accumulated a hand 
some competency. Ilewas a man of fine 
culture and education, which he obtained bv 
his own efforts. He was especially Mevote: 
to the study of languages, and became a 
fluent master of German, French, English 
and Spanish. In nis early youth his atten. 
tion was called to the ancient history o/ 
Spanish America, and, becoming fascinate: 
with the study, he devoted himself earnest); 


and assiduously to the investigation of 
the subject. From his researches 
into all ‘that had been writ- 


ten on the ancient civilization 
of the Pueblos he conciuded that the Ameri 
ean and Spanish investigators and writers 
had made a great mistake in not acquiring a 


knoWledge of the Indian languages, 
and im order that there might 
be no_ obstruction in the way ol 


thorough explorations by himseif, he learned 
the language of the lndians With all of the 
dialects. is reports of the results of his 
researches, published from time to time, at- 
tracted the attention of scientists and 
gave Mr. Bandelier a reputation not only 
in this country, but also in Europe, as 
the foremost man in this branch of investi- 
gation, Inthecourse of his work he be- 
came connected with the Smithsonian Insti- 
tute at Washington, and was sent under its 
auspices, about three years ago, to make ex- 
plorations among the Pueblos and among 
the villages and historic remains of their 
monuments, houses and temples, with the 
special view of obtaining a thorough know)- 
edge of gtheir ancient history and civiliza- 
tion. To give his whole attention 
to his mission, Mr. Bandelier retired from 
business and disposed of his property in 
the inost convenient shape. The expedition 
on which he Was engaged when captured 
was the third he has undertaken in the 
interest of the institute. If the report of 
Mr. MBandelier’s death be true, the 
scientific world has lost one of - 
its most valued members and _ the 
special field of the archwwology of the 
Spanish-American people has lost a cultured 
and earnest investigator whose place can not 
be easily supplied. Mr. Bandelier was about 
forty-five years of age and was married, but 
had no children. is wifeand father*are 
living at Highland, Il.
